They thus accomplished a reform 
which had been a definite aim of 
enlightened German statesmanship 
for more than a century, and a 
more or less realised need of the 
German people for nearly three 
centuries. They brought . that 
people, in other words, under one 
national Government with full 
Powers, such as every other na- 
tional Government in Europe pug- 
sesses. 


A Makeshift German Empire 


The Germans are not commonly 
thought of, outaide their own 
country, as larking in any of the 
essentials of nation-hood; and cer- 
tainly they possess most of them. 
They are predominantly of one 
race. They have one language and 
one culture 

They have an fntense national 
pride and patriotism, which in our 
own time have enabled ‘them, as a 
people, to support unparalleled 
strain and suffering in the great- 
est of wars. 

What Germane have not, and 
never have had since they were 
‘welded into ‘one nation ‘by Bis- 
marck, is a sound machinery of 
national government, 

The German Empire created in 
187i wax a makeshift. It was a 
federation, a grouping together of 
German Stater’ which had existed 
in independence for centuries, and 
which had frustrated more than 
one earlier attempt to bring them 
into unity. 

Hitherto, in the ordinary affairs 
of life, the German citizen has felt 
the control of the State'in which 
he dwelt much more than the con- 
trol of the Reich, the central au- 
thority. His particular 8tate, too, 
might be a well-governed and pro- 
gressive community, or it’ might be 
the reverse, ‘ 

Yet through the Middle Ages 
the Germanr were-n united people 
under one strong - Government.
